“What Can I Do?” 


We mentioned briefly an organ- 
ization that collects old eyeglasses 
which are either reused or sold to 
buy new glasses for the needy. This 
little paragraph aroused so much in- 
terest that we are reporting here 
more fully on this effort. 

It is a heartening story of what 
one woman did with an idea that 
grew out of volunteer work in a 
Red Cross Food Depot during the 
depression. Mrs. Arthur E. Perry 
of Short Hills, N. J. noticed that 
many applicants for help had im- 
paired vision, and she began to 
collect discarded glasses from her 
friends, hoping that these could be 
reused. But the real need was for 
new prescription glasses, and she 
started selling the old gold frames 
to raise money for new glasses. 
Then she organized and promoted 
New Eyes For The Needy. Her 
appeals brought packages of glasses 
from all over the U. S. A local 
church loaned work space and the 
Junior Service League took over 
the task. At Mrs. Perry’s death, the 
League assumed full responsibility 
for the project. All work is done by 
volunteers. All revenue is derived 
solely from the sale of discarded 
eyeglasses and jewelry to a refinery. 

Besides gold frames and jewelry, 
plastic framed eyeglasses are also 
collected, carefully tested, classified 
and sent to medical and charitable 
agencies and missions for redistribu- 
tion. Shipments of these old glasses 
have been made to every continent, 
and over 150,000 pairs of new pre- 
scription glasses have been provided. 

Groups in many states—churches, 
scout troops and others—frequent- 
ly put on community-wide canvases 
for collecting old glasses. The need 
is for metal frames in any condi- 
tion, reusable plastic frames with 
or without lenses, sun glasses, soft 
cases, precious metal scraps (jewel- 
ry, dentures and discarded silver).

S THE NEW YEAR PRESENTED TO YOU as fraught with danger, 

seething with threats of destruction and conquest? If that’s the way 

your press and radio project 1958, then you are being cheated, robbed of 
the truth about the kind of world we are in. 

IN THE FIRST PLACE, the crisis of the world at this moment is 
not scientific (sputnik), military or political. The crisis is philosophic — in 
the way we think — or don’t think. Many of the dangers we have created 
for ourselves. No one is really plotting our conquest. Our world is simply 
continuing its endless course of change and progress, which historians try 
to explain but they seldom get headlines. And wherever progress has been 
dammed up and blocked, these economic, political and social pressures 
build up and finally explode. That’s the story of all revolutions and espe- 
cially the story of communism. 

THE RUSSIAN COMMUNISTS HAVE NO PLANS to march out 
and conquer the world with Russian armed power. The whole doctrine of 
Marxism is based on the belief that capitalism, with its foreign outreaches 
of colonialism, will finally create conditions that the “proletariat masses,” 
the “landless peasants and starving propertyless workers” can no longer en- 
dure, a system of exploitation that the capitalist class itself can no longer 
maintain. This is explained in all the Communist doctrinaire as the pre- 
requisite of the revolution. The world Communist party is obligated by its 
doctrinaire to hasten this process by every form of subversion and incite- 
ment conceivable, honest or dishonest, passive or violent. (See World Com- 
munism Today by Martin Ebon, published by Whittlesey House, *48.} 
This process is being pushed energetically now by the Reds — in Syria, 


Egypt, Indochina, Indonesia — wherever poverty, corruption and despair

Russia’s lead in space satellites 
has evoked charges by noted scien- 
tists that much of America’s de- 
layed progress is the result of the 
influence of anti-intellectualism, Mc- 
Carthyism and witch-hunting. 

Many newspapers, which shared 
in the anti-egghead witch-hunt- 
ing orgies, are suppressing these 
charges. The Washington, D. C., 
Post, however, has published the 
names of some of the world’s great- 
est scientists whose experience and 
knowledge would have added much 
to America’s progress but who eith- 
er resigned from Government serv- 
ice in disgust or were driven out by 
irresponsible and unproven accu- 
sations. 

Foremost among these is Dr. 
Robert Oppenheimer who speeded 
the production of the first atom 
bomb. Oppenheimer, like all scien- 
tists, has been worldwide in his in- 
terests and studies. The FBI found 
nothing in his previous left-wing 
associations to prevent his services 
on the atomic bomb project. But 
the earlier accusations against him 
were renewed in political and mili- 
tary circles when he opposed mak- 
ing the hydrogen bomb. Today, 
whenever Oppenheimer appears be- 
fore scientific gatherings, the audi- 
ence greets him by standing as an 
expression of respect. One world- 
famous physicist states that “to 
leave Robert Oppenheimer out of 
our Government projects is to excel 
in stupidity.” 

Oppenheimer’s brother, Dr. Frank 
Oppenheimer, also a distinguished 
scientist, left U. S. atomic projects 
because of the witch-hunters. Dr. 
Harold Urey of the University of 
Chicago, one of the world’s greatest 
astrophysicists, was also hounded 
by the McCarthyites until he 


dropped out of Government proj- 
ects. Dr. David Bohm, of the Uni- 
versity of California, one of the 
leading authorities on thermonu- 
clear gases, now of most vital im-

portance in rocket research, was 
also lost to the Government because 
of unsustained accusations. Dr. Jo- 
seph Weinberg, brilliant physicist of 
the University of California, was 
prosecuted for perjury and acquitted 
but he has not returned to Gov- 
ernment service because of the big- 
otry in top political circles directing 
the atomic studies. Prof. Linus 
Pauling of California Tech, a No- 
bel prize-winner, is one of the great 
chemists of our times, but he has 
also been hounded by the McCar- 
thyites. Dr. Pauling’s services have 
been denied the Government, al- 
though at times he has gladly coop- 
erated on projects assigned to his 
department at Cal. Tech. 

Dr. Edward U. Condon had a 
major part in the development of 
the all-important nose cones of 
guided missiles, but his work was 
interrupted by the action of the 
Un-American Activities Committee 
when Vice-President Richard Nix- 
on was building his political follow- 
ing as a Star performer in the com- 
mittee’s production. The committee 
was never able to charge that Con- 
don had ever been a Communist, 
nor even that he was an actual 
Communist sympathizer. They ac- 
cused Condon and his wife of at- 
tending a Yugoslav cocktail party 
and Mrs. Condon of being “gossipy.” 
Condon was thus charged with guilt 
by association. The Security Board 
later completely cleared him of the 
charges. (Washington Post, Dec. 2.) 

Dr. Edward Teller, the physicist 
who is sometimes called “father of 
the hydrogen bomb,” is the darling 
of the politicos who would now 
have the world forget that they 
were once the witch-hunters who 
obstructed U. S. progress in science. 
Teller has long been at odds with 
the leading physicists who have 
protested the onward rush of atom- 
ic weaponry, especially the use of 
the power of the sun — hydrogen 
— for war. But Teller was born in 
Hungary and, as might be expected, 
has intense personal feelings about 
the Russian occupation of his na- 
tive land. Because of this he has 
never shared the passing interest 
which other scientists have had in 
Marxism as it became a world phil- 
osophy. 

While conceding that science re- 
quires an international mindedness 
and a sense of universality that has 
led many young scholars to have had 
passing association with Russian, 
French and Polish scientists who 
were intrigued with Marxist philos- 
ophy, Dr. Teller states that “Anti- 
communism has been a_ personal 
matter with me for 15 years.” How- 
ever, Dr. Max Born, one of the 
founders of modern physics, has 
severely critized Teller, who was 


once his pupil, for lack of moral

provide the opportunity. It is through this revolutionary ferment that the 
Communist party believes it will take over the world — through the con- 
struction of a system of interlinking Soviet states. This doctrine was again 
elaborately re-emphasized at the Communist anniversary celebrations in 
Moscow in November. This is why the Kremlin can talk about banning 
atomic weapons and negotiating peace with the West — and mean it — 
while still boasting about winning the world for communism. They don’t 
want atomic war; they want revolution. 


NSTEAD OF FIGHTING COMMUNISM AT ITS OWN LEVEL, 

the West has responded by creating enormous military establishments 
which crowd Russia on every hand, most of which however do not come 
to grips with the real issue of Marxism. And this, ironically, after witness- 
ing the success of the Marshall aid plan in stopping communism in its 
tracks all over Europe in 1946-50. Because we failed to create a Marshall 
plan for the Mideast and Asia, the Communist advance threw the West 
into a frenzy of militarism, the basic futility of which is evident in the ease 
by which the Reds achieve their works of intrigue under our very wing 
tips in Indonesia, Syria, Egypt and elsewhere. 

COMMUNISM ALSO TEACHES that the capitalist states will 
eventually attack the Mother Soviet of Russia, as the success of the revo- 
lution mounts. (They feel this prophecy was underscored by the German 
invasion in World War II.) Consequently the pressure of our armaments 
crowding everywhere about the Russian perimeter has prompted immense 
mnilitary preparations on their part. The hydrogen missile race that now 
threatens to engulf us and that can lead the world to the brink of an un- 
manageable crisis is therefore doubly tragic for it is not even primarily 
concerned with the major issue communism raises — which is how to meet 
the needs and demands of masses of people living in poverty and despair 
who have awakened to their inalienable rights as human beings. 

TO THOSE, THEREFORE, WHO PUT THEIR FAITH in physi- 
cal strength — planes, atom bombs and missiles — the new year is fraught 
with danger. For the Soviet has broken through into outer space with a 
mechanism that foretells the complete obsolescence of all present military 
power. But those who recognize the universality of man’s spiritual nature 
and the meaning of communism in humanity’s slow painful progress, do 
not share the bedlam created by the cults of doom and violence among 
our politicians and military. They see God pushing man out of his fester- 
ing tribalisms, forcing him into an enlarged relationship, as an eagle pushes 
its young out of the nest. While many, with alarm and horror, compared 
the sputniks with our own satellite delays, others — and we wish there had 
been more — were moved by the realization that man’s first space satellite 
was launched on the eve of World Communion Sunday! One of our read- 
ers, in pointing out this coincidence, noted that this hour did not come 
until the table of loving fellowship set by our Lord “had been stretched 
around the world to seat all who were ready to follow him.” God was 
ready for sputnik. 


HE WORLD IS NOW AWARE that the only security is in unity and 

brotherhood. The Communist offer it under compulsion — brother- 
hood, race equality, economic and political security, enforced by the dis- 
cipline of the Communist party. Can we meet this challenge by organizing 
the free world in a series of armed camps wherein each can pursue his 
own selfish interests? Europe under NATO, the Mideast under the Bagdad 
Pact, and Asia under SEATO, all focus entirely on military might, ignor- 
ing the economic and political security men now long for. 

THE WEAKNESS OF NATO has only recently been exposed to 
sight. NATO is undermined by the French syphoning off of billions of 
U. S. military aid to keep a grip on their North African colonial interests; 
the U. S. just as determinedly is trying to keep a grip on our monopoly 
of Mideast oil, while the Islamic Arabian world is violently stirred by 
France’s persistent subjugation of Islamic North Africa. Meanwhile 
Britain’s special interests criss-cross all of these! 

A CERTAIN UNMENTIONABLE FACTOR — more than any- 
thing else — also undermines NATO and all the other military alliances. 
We are near the day when the only tactic left will be “strike first or die.” 
Whoever strikes first will within minutes destroy all the major industrial 
and military centers of the opposing power. Military intelligence will be 
the sine quo non of defense, stretching far into the adversary’s territories 
with reports filtered back to alert the home forces. The military might of 
each nation will be on edge for the first warning. But all military spy 
systems, now politely relabeled “intelligence,” are riddled with deception 
and double-dealing and cursed with long records of catastrophic failures. 


Thousands of Americans died at Pearl Harbor, Salerno, the Battle of the

principle in the application of 
science. (Bulletin of Atomic Scien- 
tists, June, 57.) And there is a gen- 
eral feeling in many scientific cir- 
cles that Teller has permitted him- 
self to become the willing tool of 
the political fanatics and military 
extremists. 

It can be firmly stated that practi- 
cally all the world’s leading geneti- 
cists are strongly opposed to Teller’s 
wholesale support of atomic weap- 
onry. This further emphasizes the 
split in scientific circles between the 
great theoretical physicists, astro- 
physicists and geneticists—including 
such men as Einstein, Max Born, 
Sturdevant, Muller, Oppenheimer, 
Niels Bohr, Hans Bethe, Harold 
Urey, etc.— and the research physi- 
cists who are devoting their careers 
to atomic weapons. 


Rebuilding Men 


More humane and Christian 
methods of handling law-breakers 
continue to appear in the American 
penal system. In Santa Clara, Cali- 
fornia, and other counties of the 
state, a system of “work privileges” 
has been introduced in county jails 
which permits the prisoners to take 
jobs in surrounding communities 
like other commuters. The prisoners 
return to their quarters at supper 
time for the night. Some practice 
trades already learned or are learn- 
ing new crafts. They earn as much 
as $100 a week as welders, garage 
repairmen, carpenters or masons. 
The county officials deduct the cost 
of their board from their pay checks 
and their money is either put in 
savings accounts for them or sent 
to their families. All the prisoners 
spend their weekends in the jail. 
Most of the men feel safer from 
temptation there. Many ask for ex- 
tension of their sentences so that 
they can further rehabilitate them- 
selves and save more money before 
they go “outside.” 

The prison board interviews the 
men and makes “work privileges” 
available for those who can qualify 
in attitude and experience for the 
trust put in them. “Even the worst 
criminal can behave in such a way 
in the jail that we gradually gain 
confidence in him and give him a 
chance,” states a prison official. 
The number of men who are able 
to go straight after this experience 
is far above the record of repeaters 
in an ordinary jail.

Foreign Aid Miracles 


A new crisis in U. S. foreign aid 
is at hand. Much money has been 
wasted because our aid programs 
have been politically motivated and 
often tied to military aid. A great 
deal of the military aid has been 
unwisely conceived and adminis- 
tered, a fact now freely admitted in 
Washington. But the congressmen 
who have made a political vocation 
of denouncing foreign aid seldom 
have had the sincerity or courage 
to point out that the greatest wast- 
age by far is in the foreign military 
assistance program. 


But now that Russia has actually 
launched a worldwide aid program, 
offering substantial loans and cred- 
its to India, Indonesia, Afghanistan, 
Ghana and other states which have 
looked to the U. S. for help, the 
haggling over a U. S. aid program 
will have to give way to action or 
the loss to the West will be crucial. 
Note especially that Russian aid is 
in the form of loans at 22 per cent 
interest. Few congressmen seem to 
have grasped the fact that the eco- 
nomic assistance now sought is 
chiefly in terms of repayable loans 
and not give-away projects. 

It is also slowly penetrating the 
official mind that money is not the 
prime ingredient of a_ successful 
economic aid program. More atten- 
tion is now being paid to the 
achievements of small groups, or 
even individuals, who have used 
skill and goodwill — but compara- 
tively small amounts of money — 
to perform miracles. One American 
geologist single-handedly rendered 
invaluable service to a whole nation 
in the remote state of Hunza in 
Northern Pakistan, a strategic area 
lying near the Communist border. 
Working against many difficulties, 
not only did Prof. John Clark 
make extensive geological surveys 
that have provided Pakistan with 
much greater knowledge of its re- 
sources but he accomplished much 
in healing and setting up public 
health programs of enduring value, 
although he had had no previous 
medical training beyond service in 
an Army medical unit. (See his 
book Hunza, published by Funk & 
Wagnals, °56.) 

Young Dr. T. A. Dooley has just 
returned to New York after two 
years in Laos on the border of Red 
China where he was associated with 
three other former Navy doctors in 
a nationwide health project. These 
doctors have performed miracles in 
healing and in teaching public 
health to over three million people 
who had had little or no medical 
care in the past. Many patients have 
been drawn to their clinics from 
over the Red China border. Dr. 
Dooley and his medical associates 
had been with U. S. Navy in Viet-

Bulge, Yalu River and in many other places because of the notorious 
inaccuracies and failures of this system. No wonder our European allies 
are uncomfortable at the thought of batteries of massive U. S. missiles 
mounted in their front yards waiting for the first nervous U. S. lieutenant 
or drunken colonel to trip over the deadly trigger wires. 

Is there a way out of this dilemma? Yes. The way out is so wide 
open we have flatly labeled the alarms and wailing now filling the air as 
false and nonsense. The Russians are as uneasy and frightened of the 
future as any. 


HE BROTHERHOOD AND UNITY which the nuclear age presses 

upon mankind, and which stands as an alternative to the Marxist 
system, is outlined before us in the United Nations. U. S. politicians point 
to its weaknesses and say we can’t trust the UN. But how can we trust the 
U. S. defense system when it offers little more than mutual suicide? 
UN weaknesses are traceable almost entirely to the Russian veto — which 
arises out of Soviet intrigue — and the habit of the U. S. of supporting the 
UN only when it’s going our way. If the U. S. gave the UN unqualified 
backing, Moscow would soon be cornered in its own duplicities and in- 
trigue. The remarkable peace-building capacities of the UN have been 
most dramatically demonstrated during the past year in the Mideast, a 
demonstration repeated by the recent personal efforts of the UN General 
Secretary on his visits to Israel, Jordan and Syria where he quieted once 
more those explosive frontiers. 


THE UN INTERNATIONAL POLICE SYSTEM offers a proven 
way to end the suicidal arms race, as this Newsletter has often pointed out 
in considerable detail. If the U. S. politicians and military would quit be- 
traying the American people who have, in every survey, shown their strong 
faith in the UN and their desire to support it, there would be a new birth 
of hope in the world. Only an aroused electorate can cure the situation. 


HE ALARMISTS POINT to Khrushchev’s speeches and published 
interviews in which the Moscow tyrant excoriates the encircling of 
Russia by U. S. bombing bases and comments on how easily it will be to 
wipe them all out by the spawns of sputnik. These threats are headlined by 
much of the press, while almost totally ignoring Khrushchev’s much 
lengthier utterances on the futility of atomic war and the need for an ac- 
ceptance of the principle of coexistence, with outright requests that nego- 
tiations be opened to meet these ends. The Kremlin has repeatedly urged 
that all atomic tests be stopped, that atomic war be banned and the contest 
between communism and capitalism be centered on economic competition 
and cultural rivalries. With a painful display of unimaginative diplomacy 
and a sadistic fixation on militarism, our officials seem only able to meet 
these challenges by monotonously charging the Russians with propaganda 
motives. And propaganda it is — of the most effective kind. Adlai Steven- 
son said on Dec. 10 what many Americans have learned while abroad — 
that much of the world now believes that Russia wants peace more now 
than does the U. S. (For Mr. K’s statements, see the N. Y. Times, Dec. 7.) 


N OUR LAST ISSUE, we discussed the movement among distinguished 
Englishmen to find an alternative for war — called Unarmed Defense 

— which would be applicable to Britain’s plight, for in case of war she 
would be caught in an atomic death-trap between the great powers. “In 
view of the nature of hydrogen war, the only sane purpose for military

nam during the 1954 hostilities. Re- 
turning to the U. S., they secured 
the backing of private groups, drug 
manufacturers and various institu- 
tions for their independent project. 

A Pennsylvania Quaker farm 
couple brought new hope and many 
gains to a large village area in the 
Orissa province of India through a 
three year agricultural and village 
improvement project that cost less 
than the test firing of one medium 
guided missile. The work of agron- 
omist and skilled farm operator P. 
Alston Waring and his wife was so 
outstanding that it is referred to in 
India today by Indians as the type 
of help that they need most. The 
Saturday Evening Post (March 24, 
1956) ran an illustrated article by 
P. Alston Waring which described 
this village pilot project in Orissa. 

These cases can be multiplied by 
the thousands where religious soci- 
eties, private groups, Point Four 
organizations, the United Nations 
Economic Assistance program and 
others have achieved great trans- 
formations at relatively low cost — 
by using much skill and goodwill. 
None of the voices that harp on the 
wastage of foreign aid dare attack 
such efforts as these. 


The Eisenhower Administration 
is committed to an enlarged aid 
program. Given the opportunity, 
thousands of technically trained 
young people would volunteer from 
the colleges and universities for 
much needed projects. Will bigotry, 
politics and military extremism 
again subvert America’s efforts to 
combat Communist influence on the 
only level we can actually come to 
grips with it? 


The Dector Learns 


The medical world is disturbed 
by the discovery of epidemics from 
infections heretofore unknown 
which appear to result from an 
over-dependency on antibiotics in 
hospitals and surgery. One noted 
specialist reported to the convention 
of the American College of Sur- 
geons that penicillin now stops only 
about 20 per cent of the new anti- 
biotic resistant germ Staphyllococcus 
aureus. Many physicians and sur- 
geons have been using antibiotics 
far too casually or too often, claim 
the research specialists. “Sometimes 
it seems as if physicians give peni- 
cillin before they see a_ patient,” 
complained one medical authority. 
“A killing of other germs by the 
misuse and overuse of antibiotics 
has allowed the staph germs to 
flourish.” 

Medical research men urge the 
realization that we understand but 
little of the true nature of bacterial 


life. Dr. A. R. Curreri of the Uni-

versity of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine says that doctors have ac- 
quired an entirely false sense of se- 
curity about infection since the in- 
troduction of antibiotics. “Conse- 
quently the time-consuming and 
troublesome techniques, evolved for 
keeping surgical wounds free of in- 
fection before antibiotics were 
available, have often been decreased 
or dropped altogether. These tech- 
niques include sterilization of equip- 
ment, careful scrubbing of surgeons 
and attendants, control of access to 
the operating room and other steps.” 
The antibiotic-resistant germs are 
believed to arise from person-to- 
person contacts rather than air- 
borne transmission and threaten to 
inflict hospitals throughout the 
world. 


Profits vs. Health 


The battle between the cigarette 
manufacturers and the public health 
forces moves into a new arena. The 
American Cancer Society has not 
only committed itself finally and of- 
ficially on the relationship between 
cigarettes and cancer, but the So- 
ciety now urges all public health 
agencies to publicize the positive 
dangers of causing cancer and heart 
disease by the use of cigarettes. 


Heretofore the cigarette manu- 
facturers, by citing reports derived 
from their own subsidized research 
groups, have tried to offset the find- 
ings of impartial medical research 
groups. But now, when hardly an 
authoritative voice supports the cig- 
arette manufacturers, the tobacco 
trust will use all the political and 
economic pressures at its command 
to prevent U. S. Public Health au- 
thorities from distributiug to the 
public pamphlets and posters simi- 
lar to those which have been dis- 
played on the threat of narcotics, 
venereal diseases, etc. An educa- 
tional film on smoking and cancer 
is now being planned for high 
schools and colleges. Be alert to 
support your local health officials 
on this issue. 

A recent survey discloses that 36 
per cent of the doctors who were 
cigarette smokers in 1952 have cut 
down their smoking and 17 per 
cent have stopped entirely. These 
doctors will also be recommending 
similar action to their patients. 





ON PRINCIPLE: Hollywood 
film star Don Murray, currently 
appearing in the film, A Hatful of 
Rain, has turned down a lead in a 
new picture, Hell Bent Kid, because 
he would be required to act out a 
life of violence.

strength today would be found in the use of this strength to change the 
enemy’s mind,” states the noted editor and former British Navy Com- 
mander Sir Stephen King-Hall. He further reasons that democracy is a 
Way of Life that cannot exist except in terms of human freedom and 
reverence for human personality, which nuclear warfare destroys at the 
outset and progressively destroys even in its preparation. 


PRESENTING HIS ARGUMENTS FOR UNARMED DE- 
FENSE initially before an audience that included several leading British 
military figures, King-Hall emphasized that Unarmed Defense is not based 
on pacifism as popularly conceived. “There should be sufficient military 
force in a democratic country to prevent an internal coup d’etat by the 
Communists or any other revolutionary minority who would seize control 
of the government without due process of democratic law and elective 
choice. On the other hand, democracy cannot be imposed upon a people. 
Any system of dictatorship can be imposed upon a people by force but 
democracy must be created from within through education, example and 
the cultivation of tolerance and goodwill.” (Democracy thus reveals itself 
to be at one with Christianity which also cannot be successfully imposed 
upon a people by force, despite the vulgar attempts of kings, generals and 
popes to do so in times past.) 

WITH NUCLEAR WAR UNVEILING VIOLENCE in its true 
futility and deception as a defense of democracy, we must seek to defend 
democracy with those forces that are of its life and nature. If we can break 
through the thought barriers that have made modern man accept the in- 
sanity of nuclear war, we will find there is a new and unexpected field of 
defense beyond the frontiers of violence. If a nation denounces the use of 
nuclear violence and only maintains those armed forces that can secure it 
from an armed seizure of undemocratic forces from within, then that na- 
tion must assume that an invasion of the homeland is possible in case of 
international war. 


HEREIN LIES A NEW CONCEPT OF DEMOCRACY AND 
WAR: The assumption that all is lost if a country is occupied by an enemy 
— until liberated from the outside — is a most deplorably immature and 
undemocratic attitude. Invasion and occupation by a totalitarian power 
(no democracy fears another democracy, as witness the U. S. relations to 
Canada) should not be considered the end of the conflict but only the be- 
ginning of the exercise of the resources of democracy in defense. 

For this task, schools, churches, labor unions, all industries and 
businesses should be organized and drilled in the tactics of Unarmed De- 
fense. This is not an unknown or untried strategy. It was practiced with 
considerable success by several countries during the Nazi occupation of 
Western Europe and by the Indian people under the leadership of Gandhi. 
In fact, Gandhi’s supreme achievement was that by nonviolent noncooper- 
ation he demonstrated that an enforced occupation by a foreign power 
could be made an economic drain and a severe liability to the conquerer. 
But more important still in the Unarmed Defense of a democracy is the 
relationship of people with people. One of the most impressive demonstra- 
tions of this kind of warfare has been the difficulty the Russians have had 
in keeping their troops from fraternizing with the people of the countries 
of Eastern Europe which they have occupied. 

RUSSIAN BOYS FAR FROM HOME are no different from other 
boys away from home. They become lonely, curious about the unfamiliar 
life around them. The Soviet, as did Hitler, finds it impossible to prevent 
multitudinous contacts, despite non-fraternization orders and rotation of 
troops. Much of the present discontent in Russia is believed to be due to 
these returning troops. Whenever the subject people have rebelled — in 
East Germany, Poland, or Hungary — many Russian troops threw down 
their guns, not a few joined the freedom forces. 

UNARMED DEFENSE requires: (1) that a nation continue its 
normal economic life so far as possible; (2) refusal at all cost to say or 
write anything contrary to the principles of its way of life, while cooperat- 
ing with the occupying power as they administer the normal business of 
government; (3) withholding cooperation at all costs where the action per- 
tains to continued oppression or violence; (4) encouraging contacts with 
the representatives of occupying power on all possible occasions to create 
friendly and helpful relations along lines indicated above but with em- 
phasis on establishing moral superiority. In short, a democratic nation 
engaged in this battle of ideas must regard an occupation as an opportunity 
to engage the enemy more closely. (The presentation of this revolutionary 
thesis will be continued in our next issue. The King-Hall thesis of 
Unarmed Defense has been presented in the British journal, Peace News. 
We are freely interpolating and developing the King-Hall theme vis-a-vis 
the British and American political situation.)

The Churches Resist 


Conflict between the East Ger- 
man Communist state and the Ger- 
man churches has been renewed 
over the resistance of the Evangeli- 
cal bishops to the Marxist youth 
dedication programs which all East 
German youth have been ordered 
to attend. Because the state dedica- 
tion services feature anti-religious 
sentiments, the church leaders have 
countered the Red program by in- 
augurating church consecration rites 
which are so worded and so con- 
ducted that they completely cancel 
out any commitment the young 
people have made to the Commu- 
nist state. When Communist offi- 
cials threatened the church leaders, 
the bishops of the Evangelical 
churches issued a stern warning 
that the church would be as united 
in its opposition to the “desecra- 
tion” of the German youth by the 
Marxists as it had been toward the 
Nazis. (Comparisons of the Com- 
munists with the Hitler regime in- 
furiate the Reds since their meth- 
ods are obviously so similar.) 

Thousands of East German 
youths are supporting their churches 
in this contention and are participat- 
ing in the religious consecration 
ceremonies in the face of pressures 
exerted against them in schools and 
in all youth associations. 

In the past German church life 
has traditionally centered in the 
activities of the pastor. But to- 
day in East Germany, more and 
more laymen have voluntarily ac- 
cepted the responsibilities of lead- 
ership — whether or not the work 
of the pastor has been thwarted or 
interrupted. This has included call- 
ing on the sick and administering 
parish affairs as well as participating 
in the services. 

The churches have also under- 
taken to demonstrate their unity 
and their opposition to the Com- 
munist state through means that 
are difficult for the state officials 
to obstruct. The Kirchentag move- 
ment sponsors great church rallies 
annually in all areas. At times hun- 
dreds of thousands of churchmen— 
both lay and clergy — have gath- 
ered together for one to five days 
of preaching, Bible study and 
church business. Attempts have 
been made to restrict travel on these 
occasions, and thus prevent the 
German Christians from attending, 
but Red officials have been shaken 
by the huge numbers who have suc- 
ceeded in gathering for the massive 
demonstrations of power expressed 
in orderly and inspired meetings. 

When the East German Com- 
munists did prevent East German 
Christians from attending an all- 
German Kirchentag in West Ger- 
many during the past year, Eastern 
zone churches held a regional gath- 
ering which many West Germans 
attended.
